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HOUSING 


foe some time past the City of Leeds has shown great 

activity in its housing programme, but at the start of 
the war it was obliged to stop work and cancel contracts 
for 2,312 dwellings, and has only been able to add 1,172 
completed dwellings to the previous construction of 
over 20,000. The Corporation has now received a 
very full and informative Report* on its intentions 
as soon as conditions permit it to resume building. 

The estimate of 25,000 dwellings is based on various 
types of demand—slum clearances, overcrowding, 
registered applications, war-time marriages, and war 
damage. Some expansion of this estimate might, it is 
suggested, be caused by those who desire to obtain 
better accommodation than they occupy at present. 
If all the housing were brought up to the standards the 
Committee advocate, eliminating even the more modern of 
the back-to-back houses, a further 28,000 dwellings would 
be needed, described as the second stage of the pro- 
gramme, but this total of 53,000 is not regarded as final, 
although it will obviously take a considerable time for 
its achievement. Eight years is the estimated period 
for the first stage, and a further ten for the second— 
say, 20 years in all, allowing two years for general 
“clearing up.” The total cost for buildings, streets 
and sewers, but excluding the land and other acquisitions, 
services, etc., is reckoned, on a pre-war price basis, 
to be £24,000,000. 

The main interest in, this Report is, however, not so 
much the extent of the programme, as indicated above, 
but the very close study that has been given to the 
planning of the proposed dwellings, whether in the form 
of cottages or flats, ranging from one-storey groups 
for the aged, to 8- or 10-storey blocks where these best 
meet the demand. The various ancillary provisions 
are also noted, such as the social centre, communal 
laundry, day nursery, nursery school, restaurant and 
shops, with suitable accommodation for doctors, dentists, 
and nurses. All questions of planning, equipment and 
constructive methods are dealt with in great detail. 
The dwellings range from those with living-room and 
one bedroom to the largest, giving living-room, parlour 
and four bedrooms ; in all cases a cooking scullery and 
a bathroom are provided. 

One sketch shows block dwellings with each upper 
floor set back from that below it to provide a roof 
playground for children. This is a comparatively 
recent proposal, but it should be pointed out that it 
involves central heating to avoid the difficulty of 
dealing with the flues, while in Leeds it seems to be 
assumed that one open fire at least will always be

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demanded. In the plans, this demand is met by the 
adoption of the back-to-back range, with a fire in the 
living-room serving hot water and cooking facilities for 
the scullery. It might have been thought that Leeds 
could have adopted central heating, supplemented by 
electricity and gas, but apparently the proximity of 
solid fuel supplies and the long-standing traditions of 
the people precluded this. 


The adoption of the Garchey system of refuse disposal 
(recently illustrated in our pages) is considered to be a 
success, and the cost, some £30 per dwelling, is recouped 
to the extent of two-thirds by saving in labour. Elec- 
tricity is visualised for lighting, power for cleaning, 
wireless and timekeeping. The bedrooms would be 
served by electric radiators, and cooking would be 
done by gas or electricity. Electric plugs would be 
provided at convenient points. It is claimed that all 
groups of multi-storey dwellings should be provided 
with laundries, with a small créche for the young 
children whose mothers are engaged in washing ; drying 
clothes is difficult in the small area available for a flat, 
with its balcony. 


Perhaps a few criticisms on minor points may be 
permitted to qualify our tribute to the merits of this 
Report. The assumption that all family cottages should 
be semi-detached, as required when access is solely 
from the front, is too restrictive. There are other 
useful alternatives, such as an accessible open space 
at the back, organised to provide for garages, tool- 
houses, a children’s playground and possibly a few 
allotments. Then one can put theservice road at the back 
and footway access only in the front, with the gardens 
on this side, a pleasant arrangement both socially and 
esthetically. As regards equipment, the linen cup- 
boards shown are small and not conveniently placed, 
the baths are rightly put flush to the wall and en- 
closed ; they should have a grip handle on each side, 
and it is not necessary that they should be rectangular ; 
a parallel-sided bath takes up 2 square feet more floor 
space than a tapered one giving equal comfort, and uses 
20 per cent. more water. The scullery working tables 
are shown with flush, enclosed cupboards running down 
to the floor—this is very uncomfortable for the worker, 
who has to bend forward with the weight on her toes. 
The cupboard front is sometimes set back, but a method 
more economical of space is to recess the lower eight 
inches some five or six inches to give a balanced stance 
on the foot. It might also be suggested that the taps 
over the sink should be raised somewhat higher. 


These minor points apart, Mr. Livett has produced an 
excellent report, which well repays study by all inter- 
ested in housing.

Future of Bombed City Churches. 

Tue Friends of the City Churches, of 
which Lord Faringdon is president, 
with Professor A. E. Richardson as 
chairman of the executive committee, 
have issued a statement of the policy 
they believe should be followed in de- 
ciding the question of restoring the 21 
famous churches damaged by enemy 
action. Wherever possible, they state, 
these churches should be rebuilt on 
their original sites and reused. If in 
any instance full reconstruction is 
found to be impracticable, the Associa- 
tion urges that the tower, together 
with any spire or steeple that may 
have been destroyed, should be re- 
stored and preserved, and the site of 
the church, together with the church- 
yard, kept as an open space in per- 
‘petuity. When a decision has to be 
taken for or against rebuilding, the 
Association will endeavour to secure 
that in each case full and proper re- 
gard is paid to spiritual, architectural, 
historical, civic, and even imperial 
considerations, which it believes ought, 
in this matter, to carry at least equal 
weight with those of a purely monetary 
or administrative character. 


Civic Dignity of London. 

Tue Association states that in these 
buildings, planted in the midst of the 
greatest city in the world, the Church 
has an unrivalled opportunity for 
active work throughout the working 
week, All the churches enshrine some 
aspect of the history of the City. The 
churches are essential to the architec- 
tural and civic dignity of the City of 
London. In no other city in the world 
is there so noble a group of late seven- 
teenth-century churches to be found. 
Though in some cases the carved wood- 
work that formed one of their chief 
‘glories has gone for ever, the buildings 
are of great exterior beauty and 
interest. 

The Association, having received ex- 
pert advice, suggests that the walls 
could be repaired and strengthened in 
position, and the classical churches re- 
roofed with timber to the form origin- 
ally designed by Wren and left for 
the ‘present unceiled, the windows 
reinstated with their wrought iron 
frames and glazed with crown glass. 
The interiors could be plastered and 
left white, and where there are 
original pavements these could be re- 
tained. Where ceilings and internal 
fittings have vanished for ever, the re- 
stored churches should be furnished 
with the best work that contemporary 
craftsmen can produce. 


The Birthday Honours.

FIRST CONFERENCE ON WELFARE. 


A cONFERENCE—the first of its kind 
so far as is known ever to be held in 
this country—on “The Human 
Foundations of Building Construc- 
tion,’ took place recently at Balliol 
College, Oxford. The conference, con- 
vened under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Labour and National 
Service (Southern Region), attracted 
well over 150 delegates representing 
contractors operating at the present 
time both inside and outside the 
Region, together with representatives 
of many Contracting Departments and 
Headquarters representatives of the 
Ministry of Labour and National 
Service. Dr. A. D. Lindsay, Master 
of Balliol, was Chairman. 

This report of the proceedings of the 
conference will, it is believed, do some- 
thing to make known widely throughout 
the industry the intensity of the enthu- 
siasm which the conference aroused. 
Already it is known that it is the inten- 
tion that similar conferences shall be held 
in other Regions, and there can be little 
doubt that the conference will do much to 
deepen the recognition of the need for 
still higher welfare standards in the 
industry, such standards being looked 
upon as having value in themselves not 
less than as a marked contribution to the 
furthering of the war effort. Although 
considerations of space preclude the 
making of any reference to the discussions 
which followed upon each address, it 
should be mentioned that they were 
vigorous, and afforded most valuable 
opportunities for the interchange of ex- 
periences. 


Welfare on Building Sites. 


Mr. W. R. L. Blakiston, Southern 
Regional Controller, Ministry of Labour, 
presided at the first session, at which 
Sm Wuirrip Garrett, H.M. Chief 
Inspector of Factories, addressed the con- 
ference on ‘‘ Welfare on Building Sites.”’ 
Reference was first made to the fact 
that the upheavals in the ordinary course 
of employment of- workers usually en- 
gaged on building and civil engineering 
construction projects was not the least of 
the extraordinary changes wrought by the 
war. Necessarily, the remote siting of so 
many of these projects, coupled with the 
speed required in their completion, ac- 
centuated the need for the provision of 
welfare. Adverse factors were the food 


situation and the enforced employment of 
those previously unaccustomed to such 


work. The Governmental step taken to 
meet the position was the introduction of 
the Building Operations and Works of 
Engineering Construction (Welfare and 
Safety Provisions) Order, 1941. In secur- 
ing its application, there had been team- 
work, notably successful in the Southern 
Region, on the part of the sections of the 
Ministry of Labour concerned with fac- 
tory inspection outside welfare and build- 
ing labour supply. Form 1892—indicating 
the minimum standards of welfare re- 
quired—had been produced to assist con- 
tractors in carrying out this Order, which, 
on the whole, had stood up to criticism. 
Six hundred residential camps on building 
and civil engineering sites were still in 
use throughout the country, and canteens 
supplying hot meals were functioning at 
over 1,000 sites. Possibly because war- 
time building was of the one-storey 
variety, the accident rate compared very 


favourably with that obtaining in the 
pre-war period. 

“‘The responsibility for the operation 
of the welfare provisions rests on the 
employer,’ said Sir Wilfrid. ‘‘ This is 
a responsibility which, frankly, the pre- 
vious welfare standards in the industry 
renders the employers ill-equipped to 
shoulder.”’ 

There followed a detailed treatment of 
questions of sanitation, living accommoda- 
tion and first-aid, which was enlivened by 
the following extract from a letter from 
a worker from Eire addressed to the 
lecturer :— 

‘‘We are riding on the pig’s back; 
we are so well looked after. Every- 
thing is given us, so that I should not 
be surprised that we will soon be stroll- 
ing about this job with a walking-stick 
and kid gloves.” 

It was interesting to note that in 1942, 
in the Southern Region, there were 45 
full-time Ministry of Labour welfare 
officers, as against 15 in 1941. For the 
whole country there were 407 full-time 
officers in 1942, and 116 part-time. In 
addition, contractors now had 570 welfare 
officers of their own throughout the 
country. 


‘Planning Ahead.” 

Sir Malcolm McAlpine presided at the 
next session, devoted to an address by 
Mr. H. H. H. Hexsy, Building Labour 
Supply Section, Ministry of Labour 
(Southern Region), on ‘‘ Planning Ahead, 
or First Things First on War-time Con- 
struction Sites.’”’ Stress was laid at the 
outset on the fact that in war time the 
first and only object must be the comple- 
tion of the contract in the shortest pos- 
sible time consonant with proper use, in 
the circumstances, of labour and materials. 
This depended on due attention to the 
effect of conditions on the spirit of the 
operative, who, in general, was a very 
human person. The problems. were those 
arising from the site, specification and 
plans, materials and labour. The points 
stressed in relation to the arrangements 
for the provision of preliminary accom- 
modation were :— 

(1) The necessity for ensuring proper 
provision of one type or another must be

recognised and accepted in planning a 
contract ; (2) It is in everybody’s interest 
that this provision should be satisfactory ; 
(3) If the provision of buildings either in 
connection with compulsory billets or on 
a site camp is necessitated, work should 
be concentrated on the completion of such 
work before the opening up of the main 
contract; and (4) Attention to the fore- 
going will certainly not retard final com- 
pletion date, but on the contrary almost 
certainly will advance it. 

Attention was drawn to the problems 
affecting provision of adequate welfare as 
they related to main contractors, empha- 
sis being laid on the importance, where 
possible, of there being only one main 
contractor on each site. Then there was 
the importance of continuity of work, and 
for proper arrangements in relation to the 
supply of water and electricity. The pro- 
vision of roads was obviously of the first 
importance, as was also attention to the 
problem of absénteeism. Welfare, whilst 
primarily the legal responsibility of the 
contractor, should be a matter of great 
concern also to all site representatives of 
contracting departments and of the archi- 
tects concerned. Time expended in 
securing adequate welfare conditions at 
the outset had been more than saved in 
the longer run through increased output. 
On a purely financial reckoning the ex- 
penditure for adequate welfare was more 
than recouped %n the final costing. 

Miss D. Johnson, H.M. Superintending 
Inspector of Factories, presided over the 
address given by Mr. C. W. Cuarrer, 
M.C., Y.M.C.A. Constructional Site De- 
partment, on “‘ The Place and Importance 
of the Site Canteen.’’ Everyone, he said, 
endorsed the Government view (which 
was supported by united medical opinion) 
that fitness and efficiency went hand in 
hand. His concern was to stress the im- 
portance of the site canteen in war-time 
constructional operations. The canteen 
manager (or manageress) was the hub of 
the ‘‘ machine,’ as that person was 
in constant touch with the men and their 
representatives, and listening to com- 
ments with a receptive mind. The can- 
teen was the centre of any camp, around 
which revolved the whole of the men’s 
social life. The true purpose of a works 
canteen was to cater well, amply, econo- 
mically and speedily for all classes of 
employees on a trading basis which sub- 
stituted the motive of service for that of 
profit, whilst paying its way. A condition 
of achieving the desired result was com- 
plete co-operation and understanding be- 
tween contractor’s agent, welfare officer, 
and the canteen manager. 

A reference to various aspects of 
dietetics followed, and then the speaker 
dealt with the technique of dealing with 
complaints. The proper avenue was from 
the men to the Works Committee, and 
the submission of the complaint, if found 
to be justified, to the welfare officer, for 
solution by him with the canteen manager. 
With proper opportunities for being ven- 
tilated, ‘‘ grouses’’ died a natural death 
before they grew into complaints. 


Dr. Lindsay’s Address. 

Mr. J. W. Hobson, Building Labour 
Supply Department, Ministry of Labour 
and National Service, presided over the 
Session at which Dr. D. Liypsay, 
Master of Balliol, addressed the confer- 
ence on ‘‘ What is Welfare All About, 
and Does it Matter? ”’ 

The present stage of Welfare (said Dr. 
Lindsay) might be described as the transi- 
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tion from the machine as master to the 
machine as instrument. The differentiating 
factor between small- and large-scale pro- 
duction was that in the latter the 
discipline and management of men became 
crucial. The industrial revolution started 
in a society which was rural and not 
machine-minded, and was _ resented 
bitterly by the common man. Four stages 
in the development of Welfare could be 
discerned. e first, in which workers 
were treated worse than machines; the 
second, in which the human being was 
treated as an important part of the 
machine; the third, in which workers 
were considered as human beings, and, 
though part of the machine, nevertheless 
human beings; and the fourth, where 
workers were considered as co-operating 
human beings. When men and women 
were co-operating human beings they were 
users of the machine. When this fourth 
stage, on which we had now embarked, 
was complete, the former resentment 
would disappear. 

A quotation was made from Professor 
J. N. Whitehead’s work, ‘‘ Leadership in 
a Free Society,’ to the effect that it must 
at all times be remembered that workers 
were social human beings who liked to 
talk and to think of themselves as living 
groups, exercising such powers of initia- 
tive and experiment as they possessed. 

It was the habit of management to look 
at its problems from only a technical point 
of view; hitherto the ‘‘ sack ’’ had been 
the ‘sanction.’ The treatment of 
workers as ‘‘ cogs,” ignoring all social 
aspects, had produced the cleavage in 
society. Although humanity had, of 
course, crept in, management had never 
faced the human problem. Economic 
arrangements were more influential in the 
ordering of society than churches, univer- 
sities, or politicians. The causes of 
malaise, unhappiness and bitterness lay 
more than elsewhere in the attitude which 
had prevailed. The speaker cited his ex- 
perience of providing edible fats for 
prisoners of war between 1914 and 1918 in 
order that their output might be im- 
proved; canteens were, and should be, 
looked upon as more than the “ edible 
fat.’’ Mere efficiency was damnable unless 
grace and humour also were present. 

An arresting reference was made to the 
practice of Abraham Lincoln, who made it 
possible for any citizen of the United 
States to see him at specified times during 
each week, a practice which Lincoln had 
referred to as his ‘‘ public opinion baths.” 
The human side, of course, took up an 
awful lot of time; to share and to feel was 
tiring, but it was also invigorating. 
Human beings liked to know what they 
were doing. The ‘‘sanction’’ of the 
‘‘ sack ’’? had been replaced by ‘‘ Win the 
War,”’ but ‘‘ Win the War”’ did not of 
itself include ‘‘ Where does my job relate 
to the whole picture?’’ Planning was 
great fun; being planned without a ‘‘ say ”’ 
was perfectly disgusting. Minds should 
be used co-operatively; specialising the 
thinking at the top was easy. The other 
way round took longer but it was better ; 
all people liked to use the mind they had 
got. Stage 4 in industrial development 
meant all men using the machine, and 
Welfare, as we now knew it (and as it 
would develop), was exciting because it 
was the beginning of Stage 4. 


Building Trade Workers at War. 
_ The Mayor of Oxford, Councillor Mrs. 
White, presided during the Session which 
was addressed by Mr. Ricuarp Coppock, 
General Secretary, N.F.B.T.O., on 
‘* Building Trade Workers at War.”’ 
Before the War (said Mr. Coppock) 
Welfare in the building industry ‘‘ had

never happened,’’ and he contrasted the 
protection afforded to cement with that 
afforded to workers. Something of the 
order of 150,000 to 200,000 men—i.e., be- 
tween 15 per cent. and 20 per cent. of the 
labour force—had been unemployed. The 
fact that craftsmen had been regarded as 
in @ reserved occupation and_ that 
labourers had not been so regarded, had 
led to immediate ‘‘ bottlenecks.’’ Jobs 
had not been thought out in advance, and 
wages agreements, etc., were rigid. An 
agreeable transformation had occurred; 
wage changes had been facilitated, and 
welfare provisions had been devised. 

‘‘ The response to welfare is a complete 
revolution so far as the building industry 
is concerned,’’ said Mr. Coppock, ‘‘ though 
it is absurd to say that the present-day 

sition is completely satisfactory.’ 

nless the situation from the workers’ 
point of view could be understood (and 
the speaker said he knew the employers 
also appreciated this), viz., that there was 
need for continuity of work and guaran- 
teed time, the outlook for the post-war 
period was disturbing. 

The cost of housing workers on the site 
had varied from £160 to £250 per man. 
This was usually uneconomic; accordingly, 
recourse had been had to billeting. The 
increasing crisis in the supply of rubber 
and petrol, however, would tend once 
again to throw the emphasis on accommo- 
dation on the site. There were 54 site 
officers of the N.F.B.T.O. on sites employ- 
ing an aggregate of 300,000 men. 


Workers’ Recreation. 

The Hon. Roland Cubitt presided when 
Mr. Epwin Barker, Education Secretary, 
Central Y.M.C.A., addressed the Confer- 
ence on ‘‘ Planning Workers’ Recreation 
On and Off the Site.’’ 

Recreation (said Mr. Barker) should be 
related to larger purposes as well as the 
particular work upon which the men were 
engaged, and should be based upon an 
estimate of the several abilities and tastes 
of the men concerned. - Means for ensuring 
this depended on the availability of a site 
committee, or series of committees, plus 
inside and outside personnel charged with 
devising plans to be worked out by the 
committee. Recreational provision must 
last, so far as its effect was concerned, 
throughout the whole period of the con- 
tract, because the men concerned were not 
subject to the distractions of members of 
ordinary communities. A lecture method 
of a type which, for want of a better term, 
Mr. Barker described as a ‘‘ screen com- 
petition,’’ had proved enormously success- 
ful, and had every time been preferred to 
films. Briefly, this method consisted in 
projecting slides, e.g., ‘‘ Big Ben,’’ and 
eliciting by questions to the audience an 
indication of its responses and tastes; 
thus the “ lecturer’’ knew what to pro- 
ject next on to the screen, knew how io 
grade his questions, and ensured participa- 
tion by the audience. 

Mr. Barker then turned to the activities 
of C.E.M.A. and E.N.8.A. He referred 
to the uses to which a gramophone could 
be put, and suggested that prior to the 
showing of a film, comment thereon not 
lasting more than, say, two minutes, might 
assist materially in helping the audience to 
derive greater value from it. Several 
methods had been tried in regard to the 
provision of a library service. Then there 
was a wall exhibition on the lines of the 
fortnightly charts produced by the -Army 
Bureau of Current Affairs. The Y.M.C.A. 
had just produced a Beveridge Report 
wall chart, copies of which were available 
to those who desired to exhibit them. 

The key to success was a good welfare 
site officer able to rely on good outside 
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contacts, such as the local W.E.A. Secre. 
tary. Above all. the recreation room must 
not be dismal. 







Workers’ Grievances. 

Mr. G. W. Mitchell presided over the 
session at which Dr. May Smirn, of the 
Industrial Health Research Board of the 
Medical Research Council, spoke op 
** Dealing with Workers’ Grievances,”’ 

No less than 84 reports had been pub- 
lished as a result of investigations as to 
welfare made during the last war; unfor- 
tunately, those had, in the main, been 
ignored in this war. ‘‘A grievance,”’ gaid 
the lecturer, ‘‘is a fact.’’ It should be 
investigated, diagnosed, and treated as if 
it were some disability of the human body, 
The lecturer classified the following as 
subject-matter of grievances, stressing that 
grievances need not be real in order to 
exist; it was enough if they were believed 
to exist, and they certainly reacted on the 
workers’ environment outside the factory ; 

(1) Lighting ; (2) Ventilation ; (3) Hours; 
(4) Absence from home; (5) Transport; 
(6) The grievance of people having workers 
billeted on them; (7) Shopping and house. 
work concurrently with other work; 
(8) The firm not being as ‘‘ all out” as 
the workers were exhorted to be; and 
(9) Description of the job which the worker 
was engaged upon—-e.g., replacement of 
title of ‘* Backdoor Clerk ” by ‘“* Goods 
Control Superintendent.” 

Dr. Smith said it would be obvious that 
grievances were infectious, and once lodged 
in pee minds would render them 
liable to believe anything. Grievances had 
relation also to people exercising authority, 
in which connection she mentioned the 
‘“‘menace’’ of the absentee director. 
Workers were stubborn until they were 
given the reason for what they were asked 
to do, whereupon their comment was, 
** Why didn’t you tell us?” Similarly, 
entire absence of praise was disastrous. 

As to the treatment of people with 
grievances, the lecturer suggested (1) listen 
to the balanced people, (2) exercise the 
utmost humour possible with those having 
a grouse against life. As to the nervous, 
emotional people suffering from anxiety 
(of whom the percentage was 2 per cent. 
to 7 per cent. of workers), one needed to 
distinguish between those expressing justi- 
fiable from those expressing unjustifiable 














































fears. Then there was the fatigued person 
who sought release by bullying the 
subordinate; there was the unhappy 





amps who, unconscious altogether of what 
e was really worrying about—e.g., a son 
in North Africa—attacked his employer. 
Quoting Ecclesiasticus, the lecturer said: 
‘*As are the leaders of a city, so are they 
that dwell therein.’’ She spoke of the 
emotionally immature types of manager— 
who need emotional interpreters—and also 
of the cold, sarcastic type. 

Summing up, she said that the qualities 
required for leadership were justice, 
sympathy, humour, balance and willing: 
ness to accept responsibility.

Major G. Cooper,: Superintending Engi- 
neer, No. 11 Works Area, Air Ministry, 
presided at the concluding session, which 
was addressed by Mr. H. Hinxins, Deputy 
Chairman of the Regional Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Southern Works and Build- 
ings Emergency Organisation, on ‘‘ The 
Human Factor in Building Constructiov 
Now and After the War.” 

The speaker commenced by quoting the 
following from a recent address given by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury : “ If in the 

ursuit of purely economic efficiency 
Heong welfare itself is sacrificed, then 
something has certainly gone wrong.” The 
‘‘human factor” was defined by the 
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speaker as ‘‘ that influence which comes to 
pear from the combined thoughts, words 
and actions of all those concerned direct] 
or indirectly with the art of building.” 
Subordinate factors were the Operative, 
the Contractor, the Quantity Surveyor, the 
Architect, the Local Authority, the 
Ministries of Works and Labour and 
National Service, the Government and the 
Public. Just as the building trade crafts- 
man to be efficient must be thoroughl 
acquainted with the nature of the materials 
he worked upon, so must the Welfare 
Officer, Lacing those officers appointed 
by Government Departments, do every- 
thing possible to understand the difficulties 
under which the various subordinate 
factors worked. 

The team of subordinate factors was far 
from being properly balanced. The right 
positioning of each component was indis- 
pensable. The employer and operative 
should be treated as forming one group, 
and qualitative registration obtained for 
entry into the ranks of both. Competitive 
pricing had been the “‘ bugbear’”’ of the 
industry, and the country itself paid 
dearly for it. An extension of the func- 
tions of the quantity surveyor was prac- 
ticable and highly desirable. The Ministry 
of Works had a great future in front of it; 
he hoped it would not fail. He endorsed 
the hope expressed by Lord Reith that 
control by the Ministry of Works would 
tend to decrease and control by the 
industry would increase as the industry, 
using the term in its widest sense, became 
better organised. 

Attention was then drawn to the ques- 
tion of the best use of the above factors 
in the post-war period, when the vast 
demand for the work of the building 
industry would’ be, geographically, 
unequally distributed. It was sugges 
that the Ministry of Works should 
“shed ”’ its Office of Works section and 
that it (the Ministry of Works) should be 
the instrument developing the work of the 
present Contracts Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee and the Building Programmes 
Joint Committee, and generally act as the 
Government’s direct representative in 
respect of all building work, at any rate 
in the immediate post-war period. 

The speaker looked forward to the time 
when there would be Regional Building 
Production Boards representative of the 
various interests, descending in parallel 
formation to counties and sub-counties or 
towns. The Essential: Work Order and 
Uniformity Agreement should be revised 
and adapted from time to time. A con- 
trolled cost system plus a fee, with overall 
bonus for efficient production, was envis- 
aged to replace the competitive price 
system. Works committees and production 
committees should be used to the full. 
Existing anomalies resulting from differ- 
ential wage rates would have to be levelled 
up. Attention was also drawn to the 
desirability of publicity—by the Ministries 
of Labour and Works in conjunction with 
the industry—to attract the right type of 
entrant to the industry. 


A most cordial tribute was paid to Mr. 
F. S. Grimwood (Local Welfare Officer, 
Oxford Area, Ministry of Labour and 
Nationa] Service), who had undertaken 
the responsibility for the whole of the 
arrangements for organisation of the con- 
ference,

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HOWARD MEMORIAL 
MEDAL 


PRESENTATION TO PROFESSOR 
ABERCROMBIE. 


Proressor Patrick ABERCROMBIE, M.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., Vice-President of the Town 
and Country Planning Association, re- 
ceived the Howard Memorial Medal from 
the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Lytton, 
President of the Association, on Tuesday, 
for his distinguished services to planning. 
The first. holder of the medal was the late 
Sir Raymond Unwin; the second holder 
was Mr. Barry Parker, F.R.I.B.A., the 
planner of Letchworth. Mr. Parker was 
present at the lunch, which was held in 
the Connaught Rooms. 

Lord Lytton, making the presentation, 
said the medal was given only to men who 
were universally recognised as outstanding 
exponents of the Ebenezer Howard 
tradition. 

In the course of his speech in honour of 
Professor Abercrombie, THz MINISTER OF 
Town anp Country Piannine (Mr. W. 8. 
Morrison, M.C., M.P.) said: ‘It is, I 
think, no extravagance to say that Pro- 
fessor Abercrombie is the foremost 
exponent of the art and science of Town 
and’ Country Planning in this country 
to-day. As a practising planner he has 
probably put forward more proposals for 
the planning and betterment of our land 
than any other Englishman living. <A 
monumental and still-growing series of 
plans and reports bears his name and is a 
remarkable testimony to his energy and 
labours, no less than to his imaginative 
power and skill. To-day many new plans 
are being made in preparation for peace; 
and in this work, as we all know, Pro- 
fessor Abercrombie is playing a leading 
part. His name is associated with the 
reconstruction plans of several of our 
towns, but above all, we think of him 
in connection with the planning of London 
and the Greater London region. That he 
should now, at this stage of his career, 
have shouldered this most onerous of 
tasks bespeaks in a remarkable manner 
the vitality, imagination and belief in the 
powers of good example which have 
characterised all his work. I believe that 
when the plan for the County of London 
is published we shall find that its imagina- 
tive scale and the fundamental nature of 
its proposals will make a landmark in 
planning history.

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rare men who has succeeded in widening 
his horizon continuously without blurring 
the focus of his mental and artistic vision. 
He is, moreover, a humanist, never for- 
getting that planning is and must always 
be for the people and their better living. 
It is in this quality that we find the clue 
to his great achievements. In addition to 
his powers as a planner, Professor Aber- 
crombie is also an artist and (as most 
artists are) a teacher. His students are 
to be found all over the world, and they 
would be the first to acknowledge their 
great debt to him. As planner and as 
teacher, as writer and as adviser, Professor 
Abercrombie has exercised a profound and 
indelible influence on the planning move- 
ment in this country, with which he has 
grown up and of which he is the acknow- 
ledged leader. 

‘** For me it is a great personal pleasure 
to be here this afternoon and to pay tribute 
to Professor Abercrombie on your behalf 
as well as on my own.” 

ProressoR ABERCROMBIE, in returning 
thanks, said that between them Ebenezer 
Howard and Patrick Geddes had given him 
whatever vision he might possess. There 
were few things that we were attempting 
to-day that were not foreshadowed by 
Howard. He hoped that they would find 
that the London plan did endeavour, par- 
ticularly in relation to the outer parts of 
London, to carry out the principles of 
Howard and Geddes.

lege, London, since 1935. He was a mem- 
ber of the Royal Commission on the 
Location of Industry (Barlow Commission, 
1937-39). While he agreed generally with 
the main report, Professor Abercrombie 
signed a minority report with two other 
members of the Commission, which recom- 
mended that far-reaching planning powers 
should be granted to a Ministry or De- 
partment. In a ‘“ Dissentient Memo- 
randum’”’ to the report signed by Pro- 
fessor Abercrombie alone, he recommended 
that the Town and Country Planning Act 
should be ‘“‘ stiffened up’’ to check the 
tendency of crowding a greater number of 
people on a given site in blocks of flats 
than could be rehoused in homes with 
gardens. Professor Abercrombie is con- 
sultant to the London County Council for 
the Rebuilding and Replanning of London. 
He was recently appointed by the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning to prepare 
a comprehensive plan of the Greater 
London Planning Region. He is, with Sir 
Edwin Lutyens, joint planner for Hull. 
He is also planning adviser to the Cor- 
porations of Plymouth and Dublin. Pro- 
fessor Abercrombie. is a brother of the late 
Lascelles Abercrombie and is himself a 
distinguished writer. His ‘‘ Town and 
Country Planning,’ in the Home Univer- 
sity Library, is a recognised ‘“‘ classic ”’ 
of planning literature.

FLATS FOR MIDDLE-CLASS WORKERS. 


PROPOSED BUILDINGS FOR SOUTHAMPTON 
DESIGNED BY PROF. S. D. ADSHEAD, F.R.I.B.A., WITH MR. H. T. COOK, M.T.P.l. 


Tue Biocks or Fiats ror Mippie-Ciass WorkKERS IN 
Southampton would overlook the Docks and Southampton 
Water, as proposed in“the report on Southampton pre- 
pared by Professor Adshead in collaboration with Mr. 
H. T. Cook, M.T.P.I., the head of the Planning Depart- 
ment at the Civic Centre. These flats, which would 
take the place of four- and five-storey houses, would be 
white cement finish and would stand on the crest of the 
horizon as seen from liners arriving at the port. Their 
accommodation would be a large front sitting-room with 
balcony and one or two bedrooms, bathroom and kitchen. 
There would be a common restaurant and reading-room, 
and terraced gardens on the front. 

The Shopping Circus, Southampton, represents the 
crossing of two important entrance roads in the centre 
of the town; one from Portsmouth and the rapidly 


growing suburb on the east side of the Itchen. This 
road also forms the main approach to the Civic Centre. 
The other road is from Winchester and London to the 
docks. To meet the views of the Ministry of Transport 
three of these main road crossings are bridged, and on 
the first floor level is a continuous shopping promenade, 
reached by a broad flight of steps as approached from 
the Civic Centre and ‘‘ Above Bar ”’ and by other stair- 
cases at each corner. It is proposed to ring the pro- 
menade with monolith columns of patent stone or Port- 
land stone. The two topmost floors open out on to the 
upper part of this colonnade, and they can on occasion be 
used as tea balconies. 

This is another of many proposals in the report which 
has been prepared by Professor S. D. Adshead, 
in collaboration with Mr. H. T. Cook, M.T.P.I.

Holidays With Pay. 
To THE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir,—I have been surprised at the 
general ignorance and misunderstand- 
ings (including my own) in connection 
with this scheme. Do you think a cate- 
gorical Yes or No would clarify the 
position by answers to the following 
questions ? :— 

1. Is the scheme compulsory, and must 
it be adopted by all firms registered under 
56 A.B.? 

2. If so, is every firm obliged to let its 
employees take a week’s holiday some time 
between April 1 and October 31, 1943, if 
they want it? 

3. Has the employer the sole right to 
fix the date? 

4. If so, and he refuses to give the holi- 
day, would all workers have the right to 
take it the last week in October? 

5. Is shortage of Jabour in any particular 
trade a good reason for refusing it? 

6. Can an employer stand off any or all 
of his men? The latter would be an 
equivalent to a ‘“‘ shut down ’”’ for a week 
without incurring any consequences with 
the men or Ministry of Labour—i.e., not 
surrendering Insurance Cards, etc. 

7. Is there any Government authority 
who can decide these answers? 

It is appreciated that if the worker 
takes a week’s holiday he is only entitled 
to cash the stamps already on his card up 
to March 31 and also that if he elects to 
work during the ‘‘ holiday period ”’ he re- 
ceives pay at his usual rates. 

It seems to me that if the employer has 
the right to decide whether or no a worker 
takes a holiday, the whole object of the 
scheme is defeated.

Conserving the Building Industry : 
A Suggested Fund. 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 

Sir,—During wartime, when initia- 
tive in the building industry is very 
limited, the majority of firms must rely 
on being selected for work under the 
Government programme, and as 50 
much has been carried out by so few 
firms the difficulties of the remaining 
builders must be apparent. Your 
readers may be interested in a proposi- 
tion which would assist the building 
industry to carry on until after the 
war, when it will play a large part in 
the national interest. 

We are of the opinion that Registered 
Builders should devote 10 per cent. of 
their gross profits on past, present and 
future work carried out under the exigen- 
cies of the war to a common fund for the 
benefit of all firms needing assistance 
where their profits are unable to meet 
their liabilities—such a fund to be made 
available for essential outgoings, such as 
rates, rent, taxes, etc., as in the majority 
of cases premises have to be retained for 
the storage of plant, etc. It is not sug- 
gested that assistance should be given for 
salaries (as spare labour can be utilised 
for the war effort in other spheres), or 
for liabilities for mortgages, etc. (which 
could be deferred in necessitous cases). 
The 10 per cent. would not be taken from 
profits due to private enterprise. It is 
safe to assume that the large building 
contractors who have been favoured with 
an enormous amount of work have 
exceeded their standard of E.P.T., and 
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therefore their subscriptions would not 
affect their finances, and it is hoped that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer would 
permit the figures to be added to the stan- 
dard, which would be one way for the 
Government to assist the building 
industry. 

The difficulties of running such a scheme 
are not insuperable, and would be far 
outweighed by the benefits to the industry 
in general, and indirectly to the country.

In an address to my Council, Dr. William 
Temple urged the provision in all new 
houses of built-in bookshelves, It will not 
be necessary to give rows of figures to 
indicate how colossal must be the number 
of books now awaiting shelf room; nor 
need one decry the pictures, the dogs, the 
wireless or any other form of mass amuse- 
ment to suggest that the astonishing in- 
crease in reading is one of the hopeful 
facts of these days. 

The reader is an individualist, and, as 
Mr. Churchill has said, ‘‘ books in all their 
variety, offer the means whereby civilisa- 
tion may be carried triumphantly for- 
ward ’’—an argument which the Nazis 
once clinched by making a bonfire of all 
the books of which they were afraid. 

I would, therefore, appeal to members of 
local authorities to see to it that built-in 
bookshelves are a feature of their new 
houses. The cost would be negligible; the 
gain cannot be measured.

CRITICISM OF FEDERATION OF MASTER BUILDERS 


FROM THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
L.M.B.A. 


To THE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir,—I have observed in last week’s 
issue of The Builder a full-page adver- 
tisement announcing that the above 
people [the Federation of Master 
Builders], who were originally quite a 
local organisation formed in 1941, are 
now going into the provinces to seek 
for membership on a national basis. 

It may be interesting to you to have 
recalled the facts concerning the bringing 
into being of this new organisation. It 
originated in Islington as an offshoot of 
the Islington Chamber of Commerce and 
was the result of the firm of Messrs. 
Newton, Bruce Venning and Co., char- 
tered accountants, getting into touch with 
local builders with reference to some diffi- 
culties they had experienced in settling 
war damage claims. Messrs. Newton, 
Bruce Venning and Co. evidently realised 
that here was an opportunity to build up 
an organisation, and under Mr. Bruce 
Venning, the present Secretary to the new 
Federation, the organisation has made 
considerable progress among smaller 
builders. 


As far back as February 10, 1941, I 
wrote to Messrs. Newton, Bruce Venning 
and Co. in response to an appeal to my 
firm (Messrs. John Laing and Son, Ltd.) 
to join the new organisation, and enclose 
copy of this letter herewith, together with 


copy of letter dated February 13, 1941, 
irom the North London Master Builders’ 
Association. 

From the latter you will see that there 
never was any intention on the part of 
Messrs. Newton, Bruce Venning and Co. 
to compete with the London Master 
Builders’ Association, or to run at cross 
purposes. Subsequent advertisements and 
Fress propaganda, however, indicate a 
contrary policy. 

There have been several attempts. to 
bring the two bodies together, as it has 
always been my view that in these days 
there cannot possibly be two organisa- 
tions speaking with different voices deal- 
ing with the same problems of builders. 
My Association has always catered for 
builders of every degree, from the very 
smallest to the largest, and it appreciates 
the wide difference there is in matters 
affecting the industry between these two 
extremes. 

It is unfortunate that many small 
builders who’ previously would not, con- 
sider affiliation as members of the London 
Master Builders’ Association, because they 
would not obey the Rules of the Associa- 
tion, should now band together for some- 
thing which is already catered. for by the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, and through that Federation 
by the local Associations and Federations 
throughout the country. 

To have two National Federations run- 
ning on opposite lines can only bring the 
industry into disrepute and make for 
failure, and I do most strongly urge, 
through the columns of your most valu- 
able paper, that small builders should 
now take the only sane view for their 
future well-being by becoming members of 
the existing, long-established organisa- 
tions dealing with their problems and 
with many major problems which could 
never be given effect to, or policy attained, 
through = new organisation. 

I have all along sought for the affiliation 
by the new organisation with the National 


body. This is open to members of the new 
organisation on terms not less favourable, 
and certainly much more remunerative 
than what they are now paying to the 
new organisation. 

I know that many small builders have 
objected to pay the subscription on the 
basis of the wage-roll. It is a fair one, 
as by this method the large builder pays 
the bulk of the subscription for the main- 
tenance of the organisation and _ the 
smaller man pays according to what he 
does, and by means of this many of the 
small builders would pay a subscription 
carrying all the advantages of National 
Federation at less subscription than they 
are now paying to the new organisation. 

Let me, therefore, most strongly express 
the hope that builders throughout the 
country before joining this new and 
untried organisation will seriously con- 
sider whether the time has not now 
arrived when they should throw in their 
lot and become affiliated to the National 
Federation through Regional Federations 
or Associations.

FROM THE SECRETARY OF B.I.N.C. 


S1r,—One of the most pressing needs 
of the building industry is the merging 
of its sectional representation. The 
absence in the past of orderly efforts to 
achieve generally agreed objectives 
within the framework of existing 
organisations has been one of its major 
weaknesses. Great progress has, how- 
ever, been made towards recognition 
of the advantage of unity within and 
among the recognised branches of the 
industry. Successive Ministers of 
Health and, more recently, both 
Ministers of Works, have urged upon 
the industry the need for this elemen- 
tary but fundamental development. 

In recent years considerable progress in 
this direction has in fact been made. In 
the first instance the whole of the large 
building trades unions have for industrial 
purposes: formed themselves into one 
single representative unit; as a second 
instance the. Material Manufacturers have 
achieved a similar objective over a much 
wider and even more complicated field. 
The Materials Distributors have achieved 
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a similar integration, Other interests are 
in process of taking similar action. 

The creation of the B.I.N.C. was the 
necessary outcome of this movement 
towards responsible central representation, 
and as such was an obvious expression of 
a strong natural trend in industrial evolu- 
tion. It is because this trend is so preg- 
nant with constructive development, not 
the least important of which is the direc- 
tion of responsible and democratic self- 
government in ;industry (as perhaps ulti- 
mately the only means of serving the best 
of national ends), that the proposal to set 
up another organisation to represent a 
mere section of builders is so much to be 
deprecated. Such a movement can only 
be retrogressive and ultimately subversive 
of higher interests. Separatism of repre- 
sentation in any industry or profession for 
its own sake has always in the end proved 
itself to be, organisationally, a mistake. 

In the whole history of industrial rela- 
tionships in this country (and to a very 
large extent in the political field as well) 
there has been no case of an organisation 
arising from a mere grievance succeeding, 
for the reason that by its very nature it 
is redundant and fundamentally undemo- 
cratic, however much it may exploit to 
its own advantage a passing difficulty. 
Such organisations can therefore never be 
taken seriously by the more responsible- 
minded in an industry. If anything is 
wrong within the ranks or among the 
practices of an industry or section of an 
industry, it is for those alleged to be 
adversely affected to have the matter fully 
discussed within the existing representa- 
tive machinery of that industry, which, in 
the main, it will be understood, was in 
this instance constituted very largely for 
that specific purpose. Whatever _ ills 
builders are stated to be suffering from, 
they are most certainly capable of being 
dealt with in a fully democratic manner 
by the existing National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers. That Federa- 
tion, like all similar institutions, has beein 
built up solely upon the good will, service, 
sound judgment, and the democratic, 
fair-minded instincts of its members, and 
has so proceeded for the period of the 
best part of a century. 

The objects of the new proposed 
Federation of Master Builders are not 
stated in the announcement of its forma- 
tion. I feel satisfied, however, that if its 
members have any legitimate grievances 
they will be put right much more quickly 
by the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers than ever they will 
through an ad hoc organisation which has 
not only of necessity to spend many years 
learning the difficult art of industrial rela- 
tionships but also with the knowledge that 
if history repeats itself such an organisa- 
tion can by its very nature but enter 
into a semi-moribund existence. For 
these and many other like reasons, there- 
fore, one would in the interests of the 
better government of industry ask those 
responsible for the formation of this new 
Federation seriously to reconsiier their 
attitude and to bring whatever difficulties 
they feel they may be faced with broadly 
and frankly before the existing machinery 
of the industry (as the only proper and 
dignified way of settling any industrial 
differences) rather than by any attempt 
primarily to subvert that well-built and 
well-tried piece of machinery. Above all, 
not to follow the policy and example of 
the industrial victims of Hitler by 
refusing to unite in the face of one of the 
most urgent of national needs, namely, 
the self-unity of the building industries. 
The sponsors of this new organisation 
should early search their hearts and minds 
-and satisfy themselves beyond any ques-

tion of doubt that the course they propose 
to follow is in the wider national interests ; 
whether they are following a course that 
will bring them the worthy approbation 
of their fellows (always a test of good 
citizenship), or whether, in fact, they are 
not following an uncharted course, steered 
under a licence of freedom, towards the 
submergence of their class.

STATEMENT BY MR. LESLIE WALLIS. 


Mr. Leslie Wallis, J.P., has made 
the following statement : — 


As President of the National Federa- 
tion, I deprecate most strongly this 
attempt to form what must be in effect 
a rival organisation. With all its 
faults, and it has many, the National 
Federation is the Federation of Master 
Builders. That, in fact, was its 
original title. 

The National Federation does not repre- 
sent every master builder. No organisa- 
tion ever can represent every one of its 
industry. But the National Federation 
represents all classes of builders, builders 
of all sizes, builders in every part of the 
country, and builders who are responsible 
for all but a very small part of the work 
of the building industry in normal, and, 
for that matter, abnormal, times. For 
that reason it claims, and claims rightly, 
to represent the employer side of the 
building industry, and it is recognised as 
being able to do that, both by the Govern- 
ment and by the Trade Unions. 

Any attempt, therefore, to mobilise 
builders into a new association must neces- 
sarily be disruptive, and is to be con- 
demned by all who have the good of the 
building industry at heart. Membership 
of the National Federation is open to all 
recognised builders, and all who contem- 
plate joining the new association would 
do well to ponder that fact before they 
commit themselves too far.

A BUILDING CONGRESS 


ARRANGEMENTS. 


Tue Deputy Prime Minister and six 9; 
his colleagues in the Government are to 
speak at the Building Congress to be held 
in London on July 21 and 22. This js 
being organised by the Building Industries 
National Council in order to enable those 
in both official and private positions to 
meet and consider some of the main prob. 
lems involved in the work of the building 
industries and allied professions in the 
reconstruction period, 


The Chairman of the London County 
Council, Mr. Richard Coppock, who 
recently retired from being President of 
the Building Industries National Council, 
will receive the delegates at the opening 
of the first session at 10 a.m. on July 2] 
in the Central Hall, Westminster. ~ 

The whole of the first morning is to be 
given up to considering ‘‘ The Post-War 
Building Programme.”’ Mr. Leslie 
Wallis, this year’s President of the Build. 
ing Industries National Council, and of 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, wil! preside. The opening 
speaker will be Lord Portal, Minister of 
Works, and he will be followed by Mr. 
J. W. Stephenson, President of the 
National Federation of Building ‘I'rades 
Operatives, by Mr. Howard Robertson, 
and by a representative of the Institution 
of Structural Engineers. 

For two hours in the early part of the 
afternoon ‘‘ Post-War Housing ’”’ will be 
the subject discussed, with an opening 
speech by Mr. Ernest Brown, M.P., 
Minister of Health. Mr. J. M. Theobald, 
a Past President of the Chartered Sur. 
veyors’ Institution, will preside, and other 
speakers will be Mr. Douglas Wood, late 
Housing Commissioner for the Midlands, 
and Mr. W. McKinnell, Chairman of the 
wee Societies Association. 

The Deputy Prime Minister and Secre- 
tary of State for the Dominions, Mr. 
Clement Attlee, M.P., is to open the final 
session on the first day on the appropriate 
subject of ‘‘ Public Works in the 
Dominions and Colonies.”” Lord McGowan 
will be the Chairman, and other speakers 
arranged include Sir J. Walker-Smith, 
M.P., and a representative of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers. 

On the second day the Mayor of West- 
minster, Councillor H. V. Day, will receive 
the delegates, and the first subject to be 
discussed will be that of ‘‘ Town Planning 
and the Building Industry.’’ Sir Malcolm 
Stewart, formerly Special Commissioner 
for Distressed Areas, is to preside, and the 
opening speaker will be Mr. W. &. 
Morrison, M.P., Minister of Town and 
Country Planning. Other speakers ‘will 
include Mr. Geoffrey. Hutchinson, K.C., 
M.P., who is an authority on town-plan- 
ning law, and Mr. Alfred Bossom, M.P. 

The next session will be opened by Mr. 
Malcolm §S. McCorquodale, M.P., Joint 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Labour, and will deal with the problem 
of the ‘‘ Availability of Labour in Build- 
ing.”” Sir Walter Citrine, the Secretary 
of the Trades Union Congress, is to 
preside. In the afternoon Mr. W. H. 
Ansell, the President of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, will be the 
Chairman of the session dealing with the 
‘* Future Organisation of the Building 
Industries.’’ Mr. George Hicks, M.P., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Works, will be the opening speaker, and 
will be followed by Sir William Larke, 
Vice-President of the National Council of 
Building Material Producers, and Mr. 
A. Kirkwood Dodds, President ‘of the 
Reinforced Concrete Association.

DEBATE IN THE LORDS. 


In the House of Lords, Lorp Batrour 
or BURLEIGH called attention to the White 
Paper Cmd. 6428 on Training for the 
Building Industry, and asked the Govern- 
ment whether they were prepared to make 
a statement anaiiiine the contents of that 
Paper. He moved for Papers. He said 
that the White Paper foreshadowed a 
building trade numbering in a few years 
no less than one and a quarter million 
operatives, and that was a larger building 
trade than we had ever had in this 
country. This enlarged building trade, in 
addition to all the other building that it 
would have to do, would be capable of 
turning out 500,000 houses a year. That 
was a very admirable thing and might well 
fulfil the prophecy of the Minister of 
Health of a house-building programme of 
4,000,000 houses in eight or nine years. 
What filled him with concern was the 
fact that they had not yet been told by the 
Government where all these houses and 
this great mass of industry was to be put. 
He really looked forward with dread to 
the day when peace was declared if it was 
to come before the Government had settled 
and put into effect their policy about the 
location of industry. 

Lorp Porta, the Minister of Works; 
said that the White Paper of last February 
stated that, on the basis of the facts avail- 
able, a post-war building programme 
designed for ten to twelve years would 
require a labour force in the building 
industry of about 1,250,000 men. . That 
made no provision for civil engineering or 
public works; those men were entirely. for 
the building trade. If there were to be 
trade, it 
be about

would mean that there woulc 
The White Paper 
rightly pointed out that the expansion of 
the labour force must be planned in rela- 
tion to a long-term programme of con- 


craftsmen. 


500,000 


struction. It would not be fair to those 
who were already building operatives in 
this country to expand the labour force 
unless it was possible to see work ahead 
for them to do. The White Paper stated 
that the nature and scope of guaranteed 
employment should be negotiated within 
the industry itself, and promised Govern- 
ment support. By this means casual 
labour would substantially be abolished. 
With Government support, the industry 
itself was now going to try to arrange a 
guaranteed week, and that would substan- 
tially abolish the problem of casual labour. 
The White Paper then outlined a plan 
for the special training of up to 200,000 
men during the first ans or four years, 
the training of the men to be under the 
Ministry of Labour, with a headquarters 
advisory panel and local advisory com- 
mittees on which the Minister of Labour 
had given representation to the industry 
and to representatives of the Apprentice- 
ship and Training Council and to the 
Ministry. The training of all those men 
who would come back from the Forces would 
be under the Minister of Labour, but he 
had arranged that,these other bodies should 
have representation. The Apprenticeship 
and Training Council would be under the 
Ministry of Works. This Council was 
fully representative of the industry, and 
would secure that all parts and sections of 
the industry all over the country would be 
directly concerned. With these trainin 
schemes and apprenticeship schemes, with 
the training of the men who would come 
from the Forces by the Ministry of Labour, 
and with the regional committees which 
are being organised by the Minister of 
Labour, they would have the whole of this 
industry tied wp region by region or area 
by area, and that was something which 


f 


had never happened before in the building 
industry of this country. 

This Apprenticeship Council, which he 
had already appointed, and which would 
be meeting during the next few days, 
would advise on apprenticeship in the 
building trade; but he had been fortunate 
enough to have, during the past six 
months, an Advisory Council of the Build- 
ing and Civil Engineering Industries, 
which met every Monday and was repre- 
sentative of every element in the building 
industry—civil engineers, builders, opera- 
tives, architects, quantity surveyors, and 
so on. 

Continuing, Lord Portal said : If we have 
1,250,000 men who are to be allocated to 
the building trade after the war, it is 
imperative for us to see that there is work 
there for them to do. During the last 
three months we have obtained from nine 
Government Departments their pro- 
grammes, and we have put the work on a 
twelve-year basis. We are already able, 
from the first survey which we have made, 
to say that we have balanced the figures of 
men employed with the programme over 
the first twelve years, so that now, all that 
we have to do is to go on breaking that 
programme down. We can already see 
that work is available for the first twelve 
years, as suggested in the White Paper. 
Having this programme, we have to 
remember that the first two years after the 
war—what I call the interregnum period— 
are going to be the difficult years, and for 
that period at least I imagine that we 
shall have to have priorities for the 
different types of building work required. 
If one takes the programmes which have 
been put in by the various Departments, 
almost. half the work outlined is for 
housing, under the Ministry of Health. 

It will readily be seen that to reach a 
ceiling of 1,250,000 men, which means 
500,000 craftsmen, the most intensive 
training will be necessary, and, even so, it 
will not be possible to reach such figures 
in two years. During this interregnum 
period, therefore, it will be necessary to 
see that the priorities are carefully allo- 
cated. I imagine that housing will come 
very high in the list, and the work of 
allotting the priorities will have to be 
done very much as it is done in connection 
with the allocation of priorities for other 
commodities at the present time. In deal- 
ing with this programme for the next ten 
or twelve years, it is not a matter merely 
of saying that there is a certain amount 
of work to be done for different Govern- 
ment Departments,; all this has to be

turned into man-hours, so as to tally with 
the number of men employed. 

Having referred to the war-time control 
of materials and to the maintenance of 
brickworks surplus to present requirements, 

His Lordship proceeded : 

For more than two years my Ministry 
has been controlling the use of labour and 
materials, as well as being responsible for 
the production of war-time standards of 
buildin for all Departments. As far as 
actual building is concerned, we are re- 
sponsible for the whole of the building 
work of the Ministry of Aircraft Produc- 
tion, for a large part of the work of the 
Ministry of Sup fs and the War Office, 
and for almost the whole of the building 
work of the civil Departments. The Air 
Ministry and the Admiralty carry out 
their own building. All the building 
materials are allocated from the Ministry 
of Works. 

The cost of building has gone up very 
considerably since the war commenced, 
both in materials and cost of labour. 
Before the war building costs consisted 
as to 60 per cent. of material and as to 
40 per cent. of labour—the proportion 
may have varied a bit one way or the 
other. If you take the cost of housing 
now, you will find that it has gone up 
approximately by 105 per cent. over the 
pre-war cost. There are certain considera- 
tions which -arise during war time which 
should not arise afterwards, but that 
figure is approximately right. It is neces- 
sary, therefore, for us to look into the 
question of economies which can -be 
effected. I say that because the experience 
of the last war showed that high costs 
of building kill building. If you have to 
look for economies you must not secure 
them at the expense of the operatives; you 
must do it by more efficient use of labour 
and materials. e 

I have recently appointed a Controller 
of Experimental Building Development, 
whose business it will be to co-ordinate 
all the ideas and new methods put forward 
by any firm or individual interested in 
building or the manufacture of building 
parts. § and equipment. He will have 
the advice of an Inter-Departmental Com- 
mitgee on House Construction which was 
appointed by the Minister of Health, the 
Secretary of State for Scotland and Lord 
Reith, who was then Minister of Works. 
The importance of that is that it will 
link up the people who are experimenting 
with those who are actually engaged in 
building operations, because if you want 
to reduce the figure of 105 per cent. above 
the pre-war cost of housing to, say, 
50 per cent., you will have to do it either 
by working at greater speed or by 
different methods. I understand from 
people who have been to America that this 
same question arose in America some time 
before this war, and they adapted’ them- 
selves to the situation there. In the 
same way we must adapt ourselves to the 
situation. Now that we have a Controller 
of Experimental Building Development we 
hope that everybody will know where to 
come with his new ideas, and by this 
means a great step forward can be taken. 
The results of the work of this controller 
will have to be measured by the use that 
is made of material and labour, and to 
effect this check a costing section has been 
established with practical experience to 
form what I term a yardstick. 

There are two different sorts of alterna- 
tives and substitutes. There are those 
which are being used in this country to- 
day owing to the lack of raw materials. 
They may not be'the best possible alterna- 
tives or substitutes, but during the war 
they are the only ones you can use. That 
is one kind. There is the other kind, the 
alternatives or substitutes which in any 
case will make for greater efficiency. Take 
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the question of timber, which has been 
one of the foundations of the building 
trade. At the present time we are short 
of timber. You may have to find a substi- 
tute for timber, but while doing that, 
unless you can get something more effi- 
cient, you must not rule out the question 
of Saher ever being used again. Those 
two points are totally different from one 
another. We do not want people in this 
country who are interested in the com- 
mercial side to obtain an advantage over 
rivals who cannot at present obtain the 
materials they require or who have been 
engaged in producing other things for the 
war effort. 
We are able now to see signs that the 
building industry will have a great réle 
_to play in the future of this country. 
If we are going to make a_ success 
of it we must see that efficient, eco- 
nomical and practical measures are taken 
so that high costs do not kill building. 
The motion was, by leave, withdrawn 


Training of Boys. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. D. 
Apams asked the President of the Board 
of Education what progress had been made 
for the establishment of junior instruc- 
tional schools for boys intending to enter 
the building industry ; and water oppor- 
tunities would be given to girls desiring 
entry into appropriate sections of this 
industry ? 

Mr. R. A. Butter said that since the 
issue last February of the Board’s Circu- 
lar 1582 to local Education Authorities 
asking for af considerable .expansion of 
junior technical schools for building, 95 
new schools or extensions of existing 
schools had been opened, providing for an 
annual intake of 3,146 pupils. Eleven 
further new schools or extensions were 
expected to open shortly for an additional 
annual intakg of 485. These schools were 
of a pre-apprenticeship type for the train- 
ing of nore in the building crafts. Authori- 
ties would, he was sure, make facilities 
available for girls to train for openings 
in the industry that might be appropriate 
for them. 


IN PARLIAMENT 


Green Belts. e 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning how it was 
intended that local authorities should 
ere to acquire land for their post-war 

ousing estates, even enough to comply 
with their first-year programme, until the 
Government had decided on its policy 
regarding green belts surrounding built- 
up areas. 

Mr. W. S. Morrison said that there 
were Many areas in which housing sites 
could be chosen which did not raise any 
such question. In any case, close co- 
operation between his Department, the 
Ministry of Health and' the Ministry of 
Agriculture, within the regions and with 
headquarters, would secure that sites 
were not selected without due regard to 
the need for green belts and to other 
requirements of good planning. 

Mr. Bossom: Is the country to infer 
from that answer that green belts have 
been adopted, as a policy, by my Right 
Hon. Friend’s department ? 

Mr. Morrison: The position is that 
where they can be provided, green belts 
are desirable. 

Mr. Bossom: We all know that green 
belts are desirable, but is it the policy of 
the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning to provide green belts? 

Mr. Morrison: In all proper cases. 


Builders’ Provident Institution. 

Mr. H. C. Harland, President of the 
London Master Builders’ Association, has 
accepted the invitation of the Builders’ 
Provident Institution to become their 
President for 1943. He succeeds Sir 
George Burt. 
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Development Centres within the Ponty- 
pool Rural District. By M. E. Tayzor, 
A.R.I.B.A. March, 1943. 

This is a further instalment of the work 
for the East Monmouthshire joint plan- 
ning Committee dealing with a district 
possessing a great deal of interest though 
but sparsely populated and containing no 
dominating centre more important than 
the little town of Usk which has its owr 
Urban district. The area comprises the 
valley of the Usk for about ten miles 
northward from Newport and Caerleon 
with the little stream, the Afon Lwyd, 
running near its western boundary just 
outside which stands Pontypool. 

The main arterial road through the 
area runs from. north to south leading 
to the Severn harbour town of Newport, 
which to some extent dominates this dis- 
trict, especially the southern portion. 
affording a market for its agricultural 
produce, the main activity, and also en- 
couraging a limited amount of suburban 
expansion here. Mr. Taylor has not in 
this case thought it best to cover the full 
planning programme, but has concen- 
trated on the more immediate needs, 
opening with a brief-summary of the Scott 
Report in view of its application to the 
local conditions. Ha then proceeds to 
consider the villages and hamlets jn re- 
gard to their specific requirements. Out 
of 23 he selects 14 as demanding improve- 
ment and development for social and 
economic reasons. 

These have received the most intimate 
and detailed study, noting the features of 
historic interest, the general layout, any 
merits and defects, the character of the 
buildings from both the practical and 
aesthetic aspects, the water supply and 
other services, or lack of them, health, 
educational and social provisions, com- 
munications etc. In each case these 
studies are followed up by carefully con- 
sidered proposals aimed at the enhance- 
ment of usefulness and amenity. ‘This 
somewhat unusual procedure of starting 
with the details as preparatory to formu- 
lating a general scheme instead of revers- 
ing this order has some advantages. It 
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has already aroused local interest and 
will probably encourage many to help to. 
wards progress who might otherwise have 
remained indifferent, while most of the 
immediate suggestions are such as would 
be embodied, possibly with some modifi- 
cation, in the ultimate comprehensive 
plan. At any rate this report may be re. 
gercet as a useful experiment by Mr, 
aylor in handling the demands of an 
area which, while neither large nor popu- 
lous, has features which seem to justify 
the treatment adopted. H.. V.'L. 


Britain Rebuilt By Eric S. pDE Mari, 
Sidgwick and Jackson, Ltd. 44, 
Museum-street, W.C.1. 2s. 6d. 

This pamphlet, issued under the auspices 
of the Social Credit Party of Great 
Britain, claims to combine the story of 
architecture with that of social progress, 
but this claim is not completely made 
good. It opens with an emphatic advo- 
cacy of all the more recent developments, 
in building and planning, some of which 
are justified but others still in the experi- 
mental stage, and ‘again others quite 
definitely open to criticism. For example, 
the relative merits of the flat roof, pre- 
fabricated building, and the extended use 
of glass frontages are all questionable in 
the British climate. The typical plan for 
the ‘‘ 1930 house ’’ would not be appro- 
priate for the normal family, and the 
position of the cooker (under the window) 
in the ‘‘ modern kitchen ” is an impossible 
one. No one would wish to belittle the 
newer school of design when it bases its 
work on definitely logical principles, such 
as in the case of two or three of the 
London clinics and some of the more 
recent hospitals and blocks of dwellings, 
but if the obsession in its favour is carried 
to a point that regards the Stockholm 
example on p. 68 as having ‘‘ good pro- 
portions,’ or ‘‘ Falling Water,’ on 
p- 70, as an example of ‘‘ strange 
beauty,” when it resembles nothing so 
much as a chest of drawers pulled to 
pieces, there is surely a failure in esthetic 
perception. 

The third chapter is devoted to the case 
for ‘‘ Social Credit ’’ as a remedy for most 
of the social and financial ills from which 
we are suffering. This is not the place to 
review the validity of the financial system 
it implies, but one can disentangle from the 
proposals various incidental recommenda- 
tions which are of value and fit into the 
picture that many groups and individuals 
are visualising for the future H. V. L.

N the design of these gates and piers can be traced 

the striving for elegance which outmoded the robust 
style of Georgian architecture in the period before the 
Regency.
